The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
art as set forth in the previous action. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being in use or on sale by the 
disclosure of the Valmassoi declaration. 

The showing dated June 5, 2002 is considered use or sale in that no evidence of 
any confidentiality has been presented and the use of the "working prototypes" was not 
restricted to the mere enjoyment of the inventor. 

The showing of point 5 to "30 sales representatives and key Master Spas 
dealers" falls within the sale criteria of this statute. 

There is no showing of fact to support points 9-10 of he declaration. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
